Reports received during the night 
placed the enemy within eight miles 
of Epernay.

raging on the steep declivities and the 
banks of the Marne along which huge 
masses of Germans were being thrown 
against the Allies in repeated assaults. 
In their advance toward Epernay the 
! Germans have the advantage of mov­ 
ing along a railway and a highway 
which runs on almost parallel lines to 
the town. 
The French are meeting this thrust 
w itli incessant counter attacks which 
, at last reports were causing many of 
j Germ any’s most violent efforts to wilt 
i without apparent success. 
This fight 
| was described as most furious, with 
German shock troops meeting French 
; counter attacks in repeated clashes. 
Yesterday the Germans began throw­ 
ing in their reserves, which had been 
massed in the rear. These were ori­ 
ginally intended to be used only in 
developing any great initial success. 
The fact that they are being thrown 
into the combat now is another indica­ 
tion that the Germans are hard hit. 
French and American hammer blows 
have crashed into the enemy lines at 
every point since the drive began.

received 
during 
the 
night stated the Germans had started 
an attack on the line from Fossoy to 
Ouielly, a front of more than 16 miles 
along the Marne. This battle takes in 
some of the ground 
recaptured 
in 
American and French counter attacks 
earlier in the week. 
The Germans are across the Marne 
on a front of about 15 miles but the 
strongest effort to develop this ad­ 
vantage is being made only along the 
roads to Epernay. 
To the south they 
were not able to exploit their gain in­ 
asmuch as the whole river valley is 
under a constant shower of French 
shells. 
Another feature of this offensive is 
the development of screen fire over a 
great belt of terrain behind the lines. 
In many places this belt of shell fire j 
is 20 miles deep. 
The American and 
French are searching every inch of 
the German back areas with high ex­ 
plosives and allied bombing raids in 
which scores of machines drop vast 
quantities ol missiles are frequent.
